A few days ago the Food,Controller put 
the whole Kingdom on its honour. He cal- 
culated a national diefary jn accordance 
with his knowledge of the national food 
supplies, and asked the men, women, and 
children of Great Britain and Ireland to 
observe it strictly as a means of winning 
the war. His weekly allowance of the 
three chief food-stuffs for every person 
is four pounds of bread, two-and-a-half 
pounds of meat, and three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar. England eats more meat 
than Ireland, and Ireland eats more bread 
than England, but, as regards both coun- 
tries, the same two things may be said of 
Lord Devonport’s scale, It represents a 
definite reduction in the gverage standard 
of living, and it is, nevertheless, quite 
sufficient for the health and comfort of 
the average man. In Great Britain this 
system of voluntary rationing has been 
accepted loyally By all classes of the 
people. The newspapers are full of hints 
for giving endurance and variety to the 
allotted portions of meat and bread. 
Butchers report a large reduction in the 
demand for meat, Lord Devonport said 
yesterday that the result of his scheme 
for the first week is satisfactory. 

Has Ireland accepted this challenge to 
‘her honour ig the same spirit as England, 
Scotland, and Wales? We have made 
careful inquiries, and we find that at least 
two classes—the upper and middle—have 
answered the call not merely without hesi- 


tation, but with enthusiasm. We know

well aware of the very grave danger with 
which the cauntry is threatened. Unfor- 
tunately, that knowledge does not seem to 
have reached the lower-middle and lower 
classes. We do not think that the Irish 
country-side, as a whole, has taken any 
steps to reduce its consumption of food and 
drink. The artisans in the towns, many 
}0f whom are now earning good wages, do 
not appear to think that anybody has a 
right to put them on their honour in this 
way; they are still following the maxim 
of the royal sage Sardanapalus. We 
learn from many quarters that it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to canvince the ordinary 
domestic servant of the growing need of 
strict economy in food. These people 
stand up for all the “rights” of the 
plentiful days before the war, and, where 
they are indispensable, they have their 
way. There are households in Dublin 


best butter, while the master and mistress 
have reconciled themselves long ago to 
margarine “for the duration of the war.” 

With such people it is, we are convinced, 
far more often thoughtlessness than 
selfishness that is the trouble. They do 
not realise the facts. They will not realise 
them until the danger and the necessity 
have been brought home to them in some 
striking and unmistakable fashion. The 
private example of one man or woman will 
not do this—it is generally misconstrued 
as “stinginess.’”” A public example is 
needed, but up to the present such an 
example has been set by no public body. 
What are the official and semi-official 
ipstitutions throughout Ireland doing—the 
poor-law unions and the lunatic asylums— 
to bring their dietaries down to Lord 
Devonport's measure? The question is 
not only legitimate, but of urgent import- 
ance. Itis notorious that before the war, 
and up to the time when the first hint of 
food shortage was given, the scale of 
official living in many of these institutions 
was copious to the point of extravagance. 
Our readers will remember that, in May, 
1915, the weekly allowance of a young 
woman doctor in the South Dublin Union 
found its way, by a happy accident, into 
the Press. Wevontrast it here with Lord 
Devonport’s regimen : —

It. was stated at the time that six officers 
of the Union enjoyed this first-class scale, 
and twenty-one a second class scale; and 
the Guardians then decided that, in all 
future appointments, officials should re- 
ceive a money allowance in lieu of food. 
Not merely the ratepayers of Dublin, how- 
ever, but the whole Irish people, are en- 
titled to know whether six officials of 
the South Dublin Union are still receiving, 
between them, as much bread as the State 
judges sufficient for twelve persons in war- 
time, meat enough for twenty-five, and 
sugar enough for twenty-eight; whether 
the Union's meat bill for six weeks still 
amounts to about £1,600; and how far the 
second-class dietary scale for officials and 
the dietary of inmates now exceed Lord 
Devonport's marimum. The public ought 
to get information of this sort about every 
rate-supported institution in Ireland. It 
ought to be told what steps, if any, the 
Local Government Board has taken to 
enforce in these places the economies 
which the State demands, as a matter of 
honour, from all its citizens. Precept 
will not move the thoughtless and 
ignorant: they need example on a large 
and drastic scale. The majority of our 
public boards in Ireland may not be 
anxious to help to win “ England's war,” 
but we tell them that the comfort of their 
own stomachs is now atstake. Without a 
strict and universal economy in food, even 
our majestic poor law guardians and their 
children may be starving within the next 
three months. i

550 Millions. 


Mr. Bonar Law yesterday introduced 
two Votes of Credit, totalling five hundred 
and fifty million pounds. The first, of two 
hundred million pounds, is mecessary for 
the purpose of making good partially a 
deficit on the estimated expenditure for 
the year which closes at the end of March 
next. Estimated expenditure has been 
exceeded in two directions. One head of 
increase is that of the Army, especially 
munitions ; the other head is advances to 
our Allies. The output of munitions 
has been out of all proportion to the 
numerical expansion of our forces in the 
field. In some types of shell the output 
is twenty-eight times what it was in the 
first year of the war; and that is the 
lowest rate of increase, That lavish pro- 
duction and expenditure of shell have 
alone made possible our success, at a small 
cost in casualties, in the recent operations 
in France—operations which, in Mr. Bonar 
Law's restrained words, “give reason to 
hope for more important successes,’’ Good 
value received for advances to our 
Allies is not less evident. The new 
Vote of Credit is for three hundred 
and fifty million pounds, and is expected 
to last from the end of this financial year 
to the end of May. It raises our total 
expenditure since the beginning of the war 
to the colossal sum of four thousand two 
hundred million pounds. In other words, 
our toial expenditure on the war re- 
presents a sum not much less than 


one and a half times the National 


Debt, the net amount of which Mr. Bonar 
Law gives at approximately three 
thousand millions. He confronts the 
burden of the future, however, with a 
robust confidence. We have raised in 
war taxation three hundred million 
pounds of annual revenue, and on that 
basis he reckons that after the war we 
shall have means of meeting interest api 
sinking fund so as to sweep the whole 
barden away in a comparatively short 
time. He admits that we cannot stand 
the present strain of war expenditure inde- 
finitely ; but he repeats that we can com- 
fortably stand it long enough to achieve 
Germany's complete defeat. That is one 
| reason why the War Loan must be sup- 
ported to our utmost capacity. The kind of

Later on Mr. Dillon challenged the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer’s motion to 
give Government business precedence, and, 
as he received a good deal of oratorical 
support from private members, was un- 
wise enough to press his amendment to a 
division. As this was the first trial of 
strength in the lobbies this session, there 
was a good deal of curiosity as to the 
figures. But, though the Nationalists 
were present in considerable force, they 
got little outside support, and the figures 
were :-—" Ayes, ' 170; “ Noes,” com- 
fortable majority for the new Administra- 
tion. 

The Civil Service Supplementary Esti- 
mates will be taken in the House of 
Commons to-morrow, when the Govern- 
ment will ask that a stim of £423,555 
be voted. Several items of interest 
will be open to discussion, for the 
estimates include provision fer salaries 
of two Ministers without rtfolios 
in the War Cabinet at the rate of five 
thousand a year each. The estimate for 
secret service was originally five hundred 
thousand pounds, but now a further one 
hundred and twenty thousand pounds is 
asked for. In Ireland the new Registra- 
tion of Business Names Act compels the 
expenditure of\ two hundred and fifty 
pounds for clerical assistance and adver- 
tising.

GENERAL HEADQUARTERS IN FRANCE, 
Monpay, 8.32 P.M. 

We made further progress last night north of 
the Ancre, in the neighbourhood: of the 
Beaucourt-Puisieux road, where as the re- 
sult of a small enterprise undertaken on a 
limited front we occupied some six hundred 
yards of hostile trench without difficulty. 
We took a few prisoners. 

Early in the night the enemy attacked our new 

positions south of the Serre Hill, but were 
caught by.our artillery barrage and machine 
gun fire fm easily repulsed. 

The enemy’s lines were entered by our patrols 
at a number of places during the night. 
South-east of Armentiéres one of our raiding

STRONG BRITISH ATTACK AT 
LAKE DOIRAN. 


Bulgarian Official—The enemy during the 
whole day kept up somewhat violent artillery 
fire against our position south of Lake Doiran. 
About 10 o'clock at night a British force about 
a battalion strong advanced against our posi- 
tions, but counter-attacked with bayonets and 
bombs by our troops was sanguinarily repulsed, 
suffering heavy losses in killed, wounded, and 
prisoners.

April, 1916. He was tried by courtmartial and

muted to three years’ penal servitude, 
O'Donovan was arrested on April 20th, vas tried 
by courtmartial and condemned to death, Lut in 
his case also the sentence was commuted to five 
years’ penal servitude. The contention put for- 
ward onAheir behalf was that the commitment 
was invalid, as it showed no jurisdiction to oom- 
mit. His (the Attorney-General’s) submissicn 
was that, having regard to the terms of the 
Army Act, the commitment was good.

REMARKABLE STORY OF A

How Germany was led to make her suggestion 
to the United States, through the Swiss Govern- 
ment, for a conference on the submarine ques- 
tion, after the ing off of relations, has 
just come to light, says Mr. Frank Dilnot, the 
New York co t of the Daily Chronicle.

‘The country is Bearing that ad- 
ditional burden im time of war. 

OUR BEARING CAPACITY. 

if it were necessary—that would depend 
on the view of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer and of the Government that holds 
power when the war is over—but if it were 
necessary te keep up taxation during peace 
at the same level as at present, even after 
making allowances for the excess profits 
tax which must come to an end at the end 
of the war, then, taking into account the 
burden that will fall on the British tax- 
payer, | am right in saying that we should 
have the means of meeting interest and 
sinking fund so as to wipe the whole of it 
away in the course ef a comparatively short 
time, (Cheers.) 

I do not wish to he optimistic. We know 
what a terrible burden this means, not only 
for us, but for those who come after us. But 
we believe it is a burden which we were bound 
to bear, and which we have got to see through. 
(Cheers.) But we do not need to make it 
worse In Our own minds than it is. Look at 
it from another point of view. We were 
engaged in a similar struggle more than 100 
years ago. When that struggle ended, at the 
battle of Waterloo, the amount of in- 
debtedness of this country wae over 
£800,000,000. At that time the estimated in- 
come of the country was £250,000,000. The 
income before the present war was ten times as 
rreat as it was at the time óf the battle of 
Waterloo. Again, if we look at the financial 
position of this country, if we consider not only 
our trade and commerce, but the close ties 
which bind the whole British Empire together, 4 
it is certain that we and our children will be 
in a far better position to bear a much heavier 
burden than that which our forefathers had 
thrown upon them. (Hear, hear.) All that I 
would add further is to repeat the statement 
made already: We haye a very difficult road 
in front of us as a nation, There are many 
sacrifices that this country has not yet made. 
indeed, up till now, as « nation, compared with 
what has been undergone by our Allies, we 
have borne comparatively emal) sacrifices, except 
ihe greatest of all—the loss of life. 

We may have greater sacrifices still to 
bear, But neither on the ground of 
finance nor on that of the courage and 
determination of our people will there be 
any going back until the end te which we 
have set ourselves has been achieved. 
( Cheers.)
